Applicant contacted Examiner regarding possible claim amendments which would put the application in condition for 

allowance. Upon discussion with Applicant and further review of the final office action, Examiner noted that if 

enablement issues were outstanding over an adenoviral vector gene delivery system as examplified by claim 1 f it was 

unclear how the specification could provide the necessary guidance to use the kit encompassed by claims 9 and 10. 

Examiner agreed that a product had need of only one enabled use, however from the prosecution history it was unclear 
what this use would be besides a delivery system for gene therapy protocols which seemed to be the only intended use 
of the vector system Examiner could find in the disclosure or applicants' arguments. Examiner indicated that finality 
would be withdrawn and that a new office action would be sent.
